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*lf DAAL comes after a letter that doesn't allow joining after, 
then the DAAL will take the initial form in the middle and at 

the end. 
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The ninth letter of the Arabic alphabet is the 
letter DHAAJL and we produce the sound by 
leaning the tip of the tongue against the edge 
of the upper front teeth which will create a 

vibration. 
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Neither -> Daal nor j Dhaal 
allow joining after them just 

like the letters Alif 1 and 

£ 

Ham/ah ! 1 
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*If DHAAL tomes after a letter that doesn't, allow joining 
after, then the DHAAL will take the initial form in the middle 

and at the end.
